In which 
caſe(ler the gift be tendred 
withneuer fo great ſignifi- 
cation of loueand curteſie), 
let vs freely deliuer our 
ſclues from the ſnare, by be- 
taking our ſelues to our 
wings, chuſing rather the 
forfeit of their loue.then of 
our pretious peace : let vs 
feare theſe crotched bene- 
fits will bring backe more

with the,then they brought 
in. Allisnort ſeenethacli. 
eth vnderneath,/atet angus] 
there is an hooke vnder the 
baite. Full often filly inno. 
cents, that know not the 
depth of Satan (who may 
iuſtly bec feared ro doe no 
good turne but for a mil- 
chiete).are beguiled inthis 
caſe, through ignorance: 
wiſhing afterwards they 
had been wiſe without ſo 
coſtly experience. There be 
more ſorts.then harlors,that 
lie in waitefor the pretions 
ſoule of a man : B-ner did 
not ſo much miſchiefe by al 
his crueltic to the bodies of 
the Saints that ſuffered, as 
he did to the foules of thoſe 
whom by his fauor and flat- 
tery hee made to abiure. 


The 
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The hooke ofſuch fauours 
being deuoured, and ſtick- 
ing faſt inthe entrals,hath a 
long line faſtned thereto, 
which may ſoone twitch 
him vp who hath taken it 
in,as the fiſher pleaſeth:few 
there be,who fo play with 
their fiſh, that they ſuffer 
him to cſcape. This ſerui- 
tude hath marred -many 
good wits, many forward 
Students, many religious 
Nouices, many; -zcalous 
Preachers, many*worthie 
Magiſtrates;while they not 
diſcerning the ground of 
ſuch vrged (and therefore 
ſtinking) wares and fauors, 
haue ſtooped to- the lure, 
and preuented thereby the 
proofe* and fruit of their

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hearken to Sa/omon, When

And eſpecially let Miniſters 
looke to-.this, to. preſerue 
the credit of their office, 
and libertic of their. conſci- 
ence, with true intereſt in
